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Countrym.§ INCE we have had fo many Ac- 
counts, Mr. Obfervator, of the Rebel- 
lious Pra¢tices of the Fation all over the King- 
dom, and .fince ’tis evident that what they could 
not effe& by theic Tumults and Riots, they en- 
deavour to accomplifh by their Seditious Ad- 
dreffes, I muft defire your Opinion as to the 
Caufes of this Unnatural Ferment, and how it 
comes to {pread fo Far, and with fo much Fury. 
Obf. The Lord Bifhop of Sarum has in a great 
Mea{ure done that to our Hand, Roger, by his 
Excellent Speech in the Houfe of Lords, upon 
the Firft Article of Impeachment againft Dr. Sa- 
ehevercll, It has been formerly obferv’d in this 
Paper, that the Faction began to fhew themfelves 
in the very Convention; for as foon as they had 
secover'd from the Blow which ftunn’d them at 
the Revolution, they violently oppos’d both the 
Abdication and the Vacancy of- the Throne. 
Though fome of thofe Men had been as loud in 
their Complaints againft King Fames’s Male-Ad- 
miniftration as any, yet it was only with Re- 
{pe& to his employing of Papifts, and taking 
upon him to difpence with the Laws againtt 
Proteftant Diffenters, whom they hated more 
than the other; fo that they were neither for 
changing Matters, nor indeed the Arbitrary Mea- 
fures of that Reign. Their Aim was only to 
keep the Government and Chief Adminiftration 
both of Church and State in the Hands of them- 
felves and their Faction; but being difappointed 
of that, the Honetteft of them (for there are 
Degrees even in Wickednefs) declared themfelves 
openly againft the Dethronement of King James, 
againit the Inthronement of King William and 
Queen Mary, againtt the fetting Afide of the Pre- 
tender, and againft Entailing the Crown upon 
Her Prefent Majefty and Her Iffue, in cafe Queen 
Mary fhould die without Children. Thefe Men, 
though they concurr’d in oppofing. King James, 
and approv'd the Refiftance then made to him. 
by the Prince of Orange and the Nation, which 
was Rebellion, and a Damnable Sin, according to 
the Dottrine of Patlive-Obedience, inftead of 
going forward, went backward, -refus’d the Oaths 
to the Government, upon which feveral Bifhops 
of that Sort were depriv’d, and all the Laity 
of their Principles made thernfelves uncapable of 
any Poit. But the other and more dangerous 
Party, which at this Day give us fo much Trou- 
ble, complied, took the Oaths to King William 
and Queen Mary as King and Queen de Fatio, 
which, as the Lord Bifhop of Sarum juftly 
obferves in his Speech, p. 13. is only a fofter 
Word for an Ufurper, and with this Diftin- 
Ction the Univerfity of Oxon fell in, as his 
Lordthip thereinforms us ; and we know well 
enough that many of the other Univerfity did 
the like: The Fountains of Learning being thu: 
corrupted, fuch Clergymen, and others, bred 
there fince that Time have generally been taint- 





ed with thofe Pernicious Principles, and nurfed 
up in an Averfion to the Prefene Conftitution. 
His Lordfhip informs us farther, in that fame 
Page, that the Faction found out another Salvo 
for taking the Abjuration Oath, and renouncing 
the Pretender, viz. that they only abjur’d bis 
Legal Right, without any relation to his Birth- 
right, or Divine Right. 

Countrym. 1 don’t underftand that, Mr. Obfer- 
vator, pray explain it to me. 

- ‘Tis as great Nonfence, Roger, as Tran- 
fubfiantiation, and therefore cann’t be explain’d ; 
tis a dire& ContradiGtion, and nothing but a 
Cheat upon their own Confciences, as well as 
upon the Government ; only I take the Meaning 
ofitto be, that he bad no Right by our prefent 
Laws fince the Revolution, which is fo grofs a 
Prevarication, and fuch a mental Referve, as 
{carce any Modeft Papift would own or juttifie ; 
yet ‘tis no New Thing among _ thofe call’d High- 
Churchmen, for by Sir Simon d? Ew’s Journal 
it appears, that thofe, call’d Papifts, in Queen 
Elizabeth's Time, conformed both to the Govern- 
ment and the Church upon fome fuch Diftin@i- 
ons ; for tho’ they complied to fave their Pofts 
in Church and State, and to have Opportunities 
to plot the Ruin of both, as they frequently did, 
yet they look’d upon the Church of England, as 
Eitablifh’d in the Time of Popery, to be the on- 


ly True Church, and from thofe very Men our 


prefent High-Church derive their Orizi rin- 
ciples, and Practices, atte aa dehiss 

Conntrym, That's a heavy Charge, Mr.; how 
do you make it out? The Lord Bifhop of Sa- 
rum’s Word, not your’s, will not be taken in 
the, Cafe; therefore pray let me have your 
Vouchers. , 

Ob. Any Man that cafts his Eye upon Sir 
Simon d Ews’s Journal, Roger, may fee what I 
fay fully prov’d ; for Page 23d, of the Journal of 
the Lords, he fays, there were but 14 Bithops 
Depriv'd for adhering to Popery, and of 9400 
Eccletiafticks 5 there were only 177 who left their 
Livings to continue in Popery ; that the Queen 
tuffer’d Heretical.and obftinately Popifh Bithops, 
belides the Abbot of Wejtminjter, to have free 
Voices in Parliament, Page 30, and that they op- 
pos'd every Thing tending to Reformation ; yet 
molt of the Papilts of England came to the 
Church, til} Pope Pi#s by his Bull enforcd 
their Separation: Then Roger, that a great ma- 
ny of thofe Clergymen who conform’d were not 
thorow-pac’d Proteftants, is evident from the 
whole Tenour of thofe Journals. They and the 
Laymen of their Faction prevail’d fo far on the 
Queen, that She would fuffer no Bill to b2 
brought in for a further Reformation. She took 
that wholly upon Herfelf, and told the Parlia- 
ment afterwards, in Anfwer to their Petition, 
that She had committed the Reforming of Abu- 


fes in the Church to Her Bifhops, and fome of 
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the Clergy, but the negleted it therefore She 
wi ee it Ms others that fhduld be more 


ul. Pace 302»: From.all this tis plain who 
it eo by duos the Reformation of thofe 
Thines which have fince divided the Proteftants 
of this Nation into Churchmen and Diffentets = 
Nay, the High-Church Party had fo much In- 
fluence that they .prevail’d with the Queen to 
interpofe for Dr. Parry, who was cenfur'd by 
the Houfe for oppofing the Bill againft Seminary 
Priefis, Page 349, and 341, and procured fevere 
Laws againft the Diffenters in the 35th Year 
of Her Reign, while at the fame Time the 
Papifis. were plotting the Deftruction of Her 
Perfon andGovernment, as may be feen by the 
faid Journal, which is a Plain Proof that_our 
High-Churchmen and Papifts did then ac In 
ConjunGion, and levell'd their Fury againft the 
the Puritans, of whom they rais’d Hideous Cla- 
mours, the better to cover their own Defigns.

Countrym., Well, Matter, you have fufhciently 
prov’d that our prefent High-fliers derive their 
Origine from Q. Elizabeth's Church Papifts, but 
I want fome further Poof of the Lord Bifhop of 
Serum’s Charge that our FaGtious Clergy, ¢*c. 
prevaricate in the Matter of the Abjuration of 
the Pretender by Knavifh Diftinétion. 

Obf. His Lordthip prov’d it fo home by ap- 
pealing to a Noble Lerd on the Earls Bench, 
who fhew’d him the Letter fent about among 
the Clergy with that Diftin@ion, that it is not 
to be contracted, Roger; for had it been falfe 
that Earl was oblig’d in Honour to have faid fo: 
But if you will have further Proof you thall 
have it from one of the Leaders of our Fac¢tious 
and.Seditious Clergy, and that is from Mr. Lefley 
in the Preface to his Poxtificate and Kegale, Edit.

* lowing the Oaths with Daclarations, Higher 
* and Lower, fome {ticking out to the laft Day, 
* and fome even after. 

Countrym, That’s a Proof with a Witnefs, 
Matter, of the Origine of all thofe Seditious 
and Rebellious Tumults, which run over the 
Nation like Wild-tire ; for fo many of the Cler- 
gy being thus prepared, ’tis eatie for them to 
blow up the Ignorant People intoa Flame, who 
know no other than as their Leaders teach 
them ; and on the Pretence of efpoufing the 
Caufe of the Church are thus rais’d into AQual 
Rebellion againft the Queen and Parliament. 

Obf. You fay well, Roger, the Pocr People are 
deluded, and you fee the Ferment is Induftri- 
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Oufly carried on by Seditious Add 
fly in the Face of Her Majefty “ae mre 
ment, by infinuating ftill the Danger of > 
Church and State from Her Majetty’s Amini. 
{tration.; and they make I know not what Noit- 
of Republicans, Deifts, éc. and of Attacks on the 
Prerogative, meerly to cover their own Manife(e 
Rebellious Tumults, and their Defigns to over. 
turn the Miniftry, and diffolve the prefent Houfe 
of Common; but do they think Her Majeft 
does not {ee through this. Tho’ they have fo! 
got, or rather never minded, Her moft Gra. 
cious Speech, they cannot think the Queen is Un. 
fenfible of thofe repeated Affronts, fince She was 
gracioufly pleafed to tell all Her Subjects from 
the Throne that it was very Injurious, from 
Prophane, and other Wicked and Malicious, Li.

in any Danger under Her Adminiftration ; befides 
tis the moft Difingenuous Thing in the World 
for them to make fuch a Clamour, fince their 
own Party have publifh’d fuch Blafphemous, 
Traiterous, and Irreligious Things, as appears by 
that, call’d, 4 New i with Ds « Hick’s 
39 Articles, as were never heard of in a Prote- 
(tant Nation; and we defie them to fhew any 
Thing writ againft our Fundamental Conftitution 
by the Revolution Party, or that tends to over- 
turn our Monarchy as limited by Law ; though 
one of their Faction had the Impudence to dedi- 
cate to the Queen and the Houfe of Commonsa 
Villainous Pamphlets call’d, King William’s bx. 
orbitant Grants, which made that Prince au Ufur- 
per, Her Majefty only a Guardian for Her Pre- 
tended Brother, and boldly propofed a Scheme 
for bringing him to the Throne; yet as the Lord 
Bifhop of Sarum tells us, the then Miniftry did 
not profecute that Treafonable Pamphlet. 
Countrym, One would wonder at the Affurance 
of the Faction, Mafter, fince Her Majetty in 
Her moft Gracious Speech wifh'd that all Men 
would fiudy to be Quict, and do their own bufinels, 
rather than revive Queftions and Difputes of a 
very High Nature, and with an Wi Intention, 
fince_they can only tend to foment, but not to heal, 
our Divifons and Animofities ; that yet they fhould 
in their very Addreffes to Her Majetiy intilt 
upon thofe Queftions, and particularly in that 
call'd the Addrefs of the County of Oxford, 
wherein they defend the Decree ot their Univer- 
lity which the Houfe of Lords order’d to be 
burnt by the Hangman ; this is direétly to fly in 
the Face of Her Majetiy, and the Houle of 
Lords ; and we fee their Regard to Her Majeliy’s 
Prerogative, by fuggetting to Her in fuch an Inio- 
lentManner todiflolve the prefent Houfe of Com- 
mons, with whofe Zealand Loyalty She has de- 
clard Herfelf fo well fatished in a particular 
oes but more of thofe Things another 
ime.
